He Wants a Plan Which Will Ad. 
Immediate Building. 


Chief Executive's Remarks to the Cowmiselontre Made 
Public by Gen. Davis—Sea-level Waterway Would be 


Best in the End, if Feasible—Engincers are Expected 
to Make Known Their Opinions, 


ASHINGTON, Sept. 
President is urging In the strong- 
est terms the necessity for a plan 
for the construction of the Panama 
canal which may be accomplished in 
the shortest possible time. In his recent 
remarks to the consulting board of 
engineers of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, he said many things which are 
regarded as of the utmost importance 
in that connection. These remarks have 
been transcribed and transmitted to 
the beard here, and Gen. Davis, its 
chairman, das been authorised to make 
them public. The President said: 
“What I am about to say must be 
considered in the light of suggestion, 
not as direction. I have named you 
because, in my judgment, you are espe- 
clally fitted: to serve as advisers in 
planning the greatest engineering work 
the world has yet seen, and I expect 
you to advise me, not what you think 
I want to bear, but what you think I 
ought to hear. 

“There aré two or three considera- 
tions which I trust you will steadily 
keep before your mind in coming to a 
conclusion ag to the proper type of 
canal. I hope that ultimately it will 
prove possible to build a sea-level 
canal. Such a canal would undoubtedly 
be best in the end, if feasible, and I 
feel that one ef the chief advantages of 
the Panama route is that ultimately a 
sea-level canal will be a possibility. But 
while paying que heed to the ideal per- 
fectibility of the scheme from an en- 
gineer’s standpoint, remember the need

geousi to anyone. The

a compact Greater Los Angeles would 
be formed that could be administered 
properly and effectively. 

I will say right here, how „ that 
neither I myself nor, indeed, many 
other citgens will feel ready or willing 
to surrender our own town names, Pasa- 
dena is a name that now means some- 
thing all over the world, but I imagine 
that no municipality would necessarily 
have to surrender its name.

I 
say that they be held on the same night 
for the reason that then the discussion 
in every instance would be spontane- 
ous, and not be influenced by argu-

CAN SEE NO OBJECTION, 

Calcin Hartwell, County Recorder: I 
cannot understand how any valid objec- 
tion can be raised to a consolidat of 
the city and county governments, for 
the economy and convenience of such a 
plan must recommend itself to every 
taxpayer. But just what consolidation 
may mean can easily give rise to dif- 
ferences of opinion. myself cannot 
see how the whole of the county can be 
taken inte the city and under a city 
government, And yet after taking in 
all the desirable sections that may de- 
sire to come in it does not appear to 
me that there will be enough territory 
feft to establish a new county. If some 

plan is devised for graduating the taxes 
then I would be heartily in favor of 
taking the whole county into the fold. 
Failing such a plan a large number of 
citizens would be asked to pay for 
something they were not getting. Of 
course the great advantage to most of 
the territery will be the water supply, 
and I think that the whole matter of 
consolidation should be thrashed out lo- 
cally and public opinion could thus be 
crystallized, Then it might be well for 
local communities to send delegates to 
a convention to meet here, and in n more 
exact manner the question in all its 
details could be debated.

Just now the number of rooms largely 
excéeds the number of roomers and in 
consequence many houses and flats are 
vacant. One block alone contained cix 
vacant houses and flats, the other day. 
beside three large rooming-houses and 
a fourth under construction, and four- 
teen or fifteen furnished room signs on 
othef buildings. Business blocks will 
not be needed on all this vacant or un- 
improved property for a long time. 
There are now on Seventh street, be- 
tween Main and Figueroa, seven vacant 
stores beside those in the course of 
construction. Evidently the supply of 
business buildings in this vicinity is 
well ap to the demand. At the present 
valuation, however, owners must either 
put up business blocks, or flats and 
apartments, in order to get adequate 
returas and when the supply for these 
buildings is. filled, there will still be a 
deal of property unoccupied, while 
the population of the city is over- 
crowded or else widely scattered. There 
is rodm enough inside the city limits 
to accommodate a much larger popula- 
tion than we now possess, and to house 
it comfortably and healthfully if prices 
are not put and kept so high as to pro- 
hibit the building of mo#derate-priced 
homes; But a cottage can't be 
bullt in a $5000 Jot. There is no real 
necessity in Los Angeles for inside 
rooms, suniess and ili-ventijated, for 
naht Wells, dark kitchens, basement 
apartments, for the abominations of 
Greater New York and Chicago. Yet 
a careful inspection of the accommoda- 
tions now being offered in the central 
part of the city would reveal many 
such places occupied by families with 
children as well as by adults. It is bag 
enough, when children must grow up in 
the mast enticing of flats or apar<- 
ments, but when they are condemned, 
in this fand of sunshine, to dark, cheer- 
leas rooyns with the street as their only 
playgropnd, it is an outrage.

THE PEACE TREATY 


GIRL. 


Negotiations at Portsmouth Made 
the Young Woman of International 


Importance — How the President Fol- 
lowed the Course of Events. 


| 


1905.—""If the conference of 
Portsmouth had occurred three- 
quarters of a century ago,” declared an 
English newspaper correspondent. 
shortly after he had flashed across the 
seas word that the treaty of peace be- 
tween Russia and Jepan had been 
signed. “the negotiations would never 
have been brought to a successful con- 
clusion. Why? Simply because it is 
very improbable that the envoys of 
Russia and Japan could have agreed of 
themselves, and if President Roose- 
volt had been compelled to depend on 
postal facilities he could not bave kept 
sufficiently in touch with the negotia- 
tors to smooth over the rough places, 
Offer conciliatory suggestions at criti- 
cal points when the conference seemed 
about to come to an abrupt termina- 
tion, and finally to bring it to a trium- 
phant conclusion.” 

Here the girl at “Central” looms up 
as a figure of international importance. 
How many times she connected the 
Wires between Portsmouth and Oyster 
Bay, so that the President could get 
in detail the latest news of the con- 
ference from Assistant Secretary of 
State Peirce and issue his own in- 
structions and suggestions for the con- 
ference. will probably never be known. 
‘Certainly “Central” will not tell. But 
could the historian of future years 
summon to his aid the details of those 
telephonic conferences, his work would 
probably run through more editions 
than the most popular of modern 
novels. 

Mofiern telephonic methods, as evi- 
denced by tile facility with which the 
news of the peace conference was 
spread, affords a striking contrast with 
methods of circulating the news in 
vogue not so many decades ago. In 
the War of 1812 Jackson fought the 
battle of New Orleans four days after 
the pence had been agreed on in Paris, 
and it was several weeks thereafter 
before the American and British armies 
in the field knew that the war was 
over. Two minutes after the Treaty 
of Portsmouth was signed on the 
afternoon of September 5. Presiden, 
Hoosevelt, in Oyster Bay, almost four 
hundred miles away by railroad, was 
informed of the fact over the long 
distance telephone, and before mid- 
night the news had been flashed to 
the remotest corners of the earth. 


P ORTSMOUTH (N. H.) Sept. 16

By means of the telephone, Secre- 
tary Peirce was able to act as eyes and 
ears for President Roosevelt during 
the conference. Through Mr. Peirce 
the President knew, even before the 
envoys themselves (hecause he was in 
the confidence of both sides) when 
success began to crown his efforts and 
the tide was setting irresistibly for 
peace. During those latter days of Au- 
gust, when even to the watchful cor- 
respondents at Portsmouth the out- 
look was very black indeed, the Presi- 


dent, in distant Oyster Bay, was so 


close to the heart of the situation that 
he merely awaited the glad tidings. 

The crowd of correspondents repre- 
senting newspapers printed in every 
considerable language on the globe 
were seated in the Hotel Wentworth, 
shortly after noon on August 29 gloom- 
ily discussing what the envoys might 
be doing in the navy yard and predict- 
ing a speedy and disastrous break-up 
of the conference, when the telephone 
tell jingled. One of the correspond- 
ents went to the receiver listlessly, and 
othere scarcely deigned to interrupt 
their conversation. 

“Hello!” said a voice, “Mr. Koros- 
tovetz, the Russian Secretary, wishes 
to speak to a correspondent.” 

“We are all here, Mr. Korostovetz,” 
replied the correspondent. Then, turp- 
ing to his colleagues, he said: “Mr. 
Korostovetz will make a statement.” 

Daily, Mr. Korostovetz had tele- 
phoned the “report of the session” 
and daily the “report” had proved 
merely a polite generality, of no sig- 
nificance. Pads and paper appeared 
slowly. No one hoped for anything 
important, but in an instant the cor- 
respondents were scribbling like mad 
in over a score of languages. This is 
what the correspondent at the tele- 
phone repeated from Mr. Korostovetz's 
dictation: 

“In the session of the morning of 
August 29 the conference arrived at « 
complete accord on all questions and 
decided to proceed to the elaboration 
of a treaty. The conference then ad- 
journed until 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon.” 

In a minute that bulletin was being 
flashed around the world. President 
Roosevelt had already been informed 
and Secretary Peirce telephoned him 
the details.

The closed shop répresents a far 
greater monopoly than the Standard 
On Company. The union labor label 
is more expensive to labor than the 
beef combine. The closed shop is 
more tyrannical than the ante bellum 
slave-driver. 

Human life is not safe when con- 
tending against the closed shop. 
Human happiness is destrozod by the 
closed shop. Human liberty is denied 
by the closed shop. The Constitution 
of the nation, the law of the land, is 
defied by the closed sh.p. 

When purchasing products to pay 
for and consume see if they bear the 
union label. If they do, let them alone. 
That label is the key locking the door 
of the closed shop. Closing opportu- 
nity to our young men. Let the closed 
shop contracting parties consume the 
closed shop products. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Eu- 
gineers is one of the oldest labor 
unions.

We shall 
not speak of Russia, for there there 
may have been some cause for popular 
violence: but in every country in the 
world, where the people participate in 
the government, the striker who takes 
up arms is considered a murderer, or 
madman, and he is treated as such. 
We have had all the labor riots in this 
country we propose to stand; and this 
reign of terror in Chicago will be a 
‘short, sharp and,’ we hone, ‘a decisive 
action.” Democracy does not mean 
mob rule; the ‘government of the peo- 
ple, for the people and by the people’ 
does not mean a ‘government of 
unions, for unions and by unions,” and 
the sooner the latter find that out the 
better for all concerned. 

“We have no faith in the police. The 
courts are oftentimes secretly in sym- 
pathy with the strikers. The militia 
are often in league with the rioters. 
The only sure protection of law and 
order is the presence of regulars. 
One regiment of artillery rolling along 
Wabash avenue will bring those how- 
ling rioters to their senses. Those 
ugly-frowning field pieces have no pity 
on ‘down-trodden’ workmen and ‘suf- 
fering’ seamstresses, when they treat 
the public with impromptu showers of 
brickbats. Those stolid gunners do not 
look into the faces of the men who are 
howling in front of them. Cannon 
balis make a ready passage for people 
and wagons through the obstructed 
streets, and make the thoughts of the 
most violent readily turn to home. The

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Value of the Salmon Catch. 

Although the position of the salmon 
industry as one of the sources of the 
prosperity and marvelous development 
of the Pacific Northwest is generally 
recognized, few persons realize the im- 
portance of this activity to the people 
of the country at large. The salmon 
each year attains a greater prominence 
as our leading food fish. It is now 80 
far in the lead that the cod and the

PADUA, THE TOMB OF St. ANTHONY 
AND GiorTo’s PICTURES.

ANDERING through the art galleries of Europe, 
one constantly comes upon that favorite subect of 
Renaissance artists, the visions of St. Anthony. 
Murillo, above all others, loved to depict the Paduan

Finally emerging on an open square, the immense 
basilica of St. Anthony stands before us. At frst sigh 
the architecture of this church impresses one as fantastic 
in the extreme, but, too, it holds the charm of fantasy | 
One might say that it looked like a bunch of inflated 
balloons, tugging at their tle ropes. Its seven domes. 
its slender towers, flying buttresses and jutting chapela 
all seem to be held together, as it were, under protest. 
Many artists worked in the erection of St. Anthony's, and 
it covers a larger area than St. Mark's at Venice: 

The vast, whitewashed interior is bare and chilling 8 
and one hastens through to reach the chapel of the 
saint. | 

Truly beautiful is the last resting place of St. Anthony. 
One long retains a memory of dazzling. white carved 
marble, of a roof picked out in gold. of votive lamps 
hung between rounded arches, and of immense wer 
angels, holding candles, that light the tomb. The walle 
of the chapel are completely covered with reliefs, show- 
ing the lite of the saint, from his ordination, and the 
different miracles which he performed. The most cele-

votive offerings, flaming hearts and crosses in silver au! 
testimonials by those whom the saint has miraculously 
cured. On one side, too, is a pile of o crutches, 
in sorry contrast to the gorgeous shrine.

Simplicity in architectural design means good art in 


architecture, and this means perfect adaptation to cir- 
cumstances. Good art is therefore eminently practical, 
and indiscriminate ornament whether it be the thin ex- 
travagance of a passed decade or the monstrous affecta- | 
tion of simplicity so prevalent today, is not practical. 
If thought really lies at the base of propriety and our 
work displays an absence of mind then there can be no 
fitness in it; for fitness demands constant consideration 
and the careful weighings of the conditions which are 
supposed to necessitate the feature. How little consid- 
eration is sometimes accorded the fitness of a thing is 
apparent on all sides. 
Probably in no other city of the same age as Los 
Angeles can be found so much thet is beautifully de- 
signed and cleverly ned, so fully entitled to respect 
and admiration, which makes it the more remarkable 
that there should be so much which disregards this high 
standard.

IMPRISONED PENNIES. 
The enormous decrease in the coinage of pennies, half 


| pennies, and farthings, from £148,499 worth in 1902 


to £77,895 worth in 1904, is an aftermath of the boom 


in pennies caused by the greatly extended use of penny- 


in-the-slot-machines a few years ago. 

The experts in coin production state that there was 
something like a “penny famine” a few years ago, and 

“The circulation of the penny is a curious thing,” said 
one of the London and Southwestern Bank managers, 
“For instance, we think nothing of receiving at one 
city branch of our bank £100 worth of pennies in 
one week, and the great producer of pennies is Peck- 
ham. Many branch banks where business men run 
in and ask for a sovereign’s worth of pennies get their 


supply of coppers from Peckham. 


“The secret of this is the penny-in-the-slot-gas meter. 
The South Metropolitan Gas Company's army of men 
who spend their time in emptying the pennies out of 
household meters bank the money at Peckham, and 
millions of pennies are poured into our branches in the 
Peckham district. At present we find the demand ‘for 
big packets of pennies brisk.” 

One of the secretaries of the South Metropolitan Gas 
Company gave an account of the five weeks’ imprisona- 
ment of millions of pennies. 

“We have 182,000 penny-in-the-slot gas meters. A 
large corps of spend their time in going round 
emptying these. get around this enormous number 
of meters about once every five weeks. 


“It is quite a uslal thing for them to empty out 
2,500,000 pennies in a few days. These millions of 
pennies have been locked up for five weeks in many 
cases, and if we let the emptying process stand

The opium poppy, which supplies a 
Staple article of commerce, is grown by thousands of 
people, who appreciate the satiny sheen of its broad 
petals. Even cotton, the king of tevitte plants, the plant 
that produces the fiber which today has been woven into 
more square miles of fabric than measures the daily out- 
put of all the looms producing woolen and silk. is a 
beautiful plant. Though rarely seen in flower gardens, 
it can fairly claim a place by the side of hollyhocks 
malvas, abutilons and other members of its family. 
Tobacco, whose leaves go into the smallest byways of. 
commerce throughout the whole world, the plant most 
prized and most despised of all the two-hundred thous- 
and kinds that grow; the plant most used and most 
abused by men, is also a comely herb—[Town and 
Country Journal.

Physician; Heal Thyself. 


WOMAN M.D. writes from a town in New York 

State, asking information in regard to California 
olive oll. She adds, in a postscript:

It is much easier than going entirely without food, 
and at the same time the soft water and the acid of 
the fruit aid to eliminate impurities from the system 
and to cool the blood 

Unfortugately, in this land of fruits and flowers, city 
people often find it difficult to secure an abundant sup- 
ply, at a reasonable price, where they have anything of 
a family. As previously suggested, in this section, 
where so much fruit goes to waste every year, why 
would it not be a good idea for some horticulturists, 
who have orchards of mixed fruits to arrange plein ac- 
commodations, and invite people to come and help 
themselves to fruit, when it is ripe, for a stated price 
per week? In this way, they would save the cost of 
picking, packing and shipping, while their customers 
would obtain fruit at a much less price than they can 
get it elsewhere. 

Prof. E. B. Warmen writes that he recently under- 
took a fruit fast of a week. He says: 

“I ate but one kind at a meal. This, however, is not 
necessary, but if more than one kind is eaten they 
should belong to the same class. It is not wise to mix 
the acids and the non-acids. No sugar should be taken 
with the fruit and, of course, no milk. 
neutralizes the effect of the acid fruit and thereby de- 
feats the very end desired.” 

Prof. Warman says his weight dropped from 186% to 
178 during the week. The editor must again express 
the opinion—Brother Warman to the contrary notwith- 
standing—that the loss of so much weight in a week, 
while eating liberally of fresh fruit, tends to show that
